ICONIC—AND SOMETIMES UNUSUAL-SOUNDING—SOUTH 
CAROLINA DISHES, BUT ONCE YOU HAVE A TASTE, YOU 

WON'T BE ABLE TO GET ENOUGH OF THEM. 


PIMENTO CHEESE 
This vibrant spread of 


shredded cheddar cheese, 


mayonnaise and bits of 
pimento peppers makes 
all kinds of appearances: 
slathered on burgers, 


scooped up with crackers, 


dolloped on fried green 
tomatoes and even 
sandwiched on its own 
between sliced bread. 


CHICKEN BOG 

A soupy (boggy, if you 
will) dish of tender 
chicken, smoked sausage 
and Carolina Gold rice, 

all simmered together 

in a rich, from-scratch 
chicken stock and herbs, 
this hearty comfort dish is 
a classic. 


TOMATO PIE 
This savory summertime 
pie showcases sun- 
ripened tomatoes sliced 
and layered with sauteed 
sweet onion, fresh basil, 
cheddar and Parmesan 
cheeses and zesty Duke's 
mayonnaise (a must in the 
South!) within a buttery 
pie crust. 


SHE-CRAB SOUP 
This rich, creamy, pale 
orange delicacy is a 
bisque-like soup made 
with the sweet meat of 
female blue crabs (plentiful 
in South Carolina's 
Lowcountry), milk and 
heavy cream, crab roe 
(eggs), dry sherry, lemon 
zest and spices. 


MAKE THEM AT HOME Make these Southern classics in 
your own kitchen with recipes shared from South Carolina 
chefs.

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BOILED PEANUTS 
Often called "goobers" or 
"goober peas,” the official 
state snack is a satisfying, 
high-protein nosh. Stop at 
roadside stands, festivals 
and markets for this salty 
go-to that consists of raw, 
in-shell peanuts boiled 
in salted water—and 
sometimes flavored with 
seasoning. 


FROGMORE STEW 
(LOWCOUNTRY BOIL) 
This Lowcountry tradition 
that originated from 
the Frogmore fishing 
community on St. Helena 
Island is a no-fuss, one- 
pot dish perfect for large 
group gatherings. Simmer 
fresh corn on the cob, new 
potatoes, sausage and 
shrimp in a mixture of beer, 
water and seasonings, and 
dinner is ready. 


HOPPIN' JOHN 
A traditional Gullah dish 
also known as Carolina 
peas and rice, this flavorful 
blend of field peas, ham, 
chopped onion and rice 
is often served on New 
Year's Day to bring good 
luck—but it can be enjoyed 
year-round. 


SHRIMP & GRITS 
It seems like every local 
restaurant has its own 
unique twist on this classic, 
taking freshly caught 
shrimp and stone-ground 
corn grits (often from 
Columbia-based Adluh 
Flour Mills) and adding 
everything from Andouille 
sausage to fried okra. 
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Fluffy yet dense, moist 
inside with a caramelized 
crust outside, freshly 
baked cornbread is 
an art of balanced 
juxtaposition—and it's the 
perfect companion for rich 
Southern dishes.

the color of sunrise. From 
McLeod Farms Roadside 
Market in McBee, sweet 
potato pecan butter shines 
as earthy-sweet, warmly 
spiced and imminently 
spreadable. Inside the 
itchen of Old McCaskill’s 
Farm in Rembert, local 
fruits from blackberries 
to pears are canned, 
beckoning for bakers 
to transform them into 
pies and cobblers. For 
the sweetest simplicity, 
visit McDowell Farms in 
Chesnee, where honey 
is harvested seasonally 
in small batches 
alongside strawberries. 


ot every jarred treat 
is sweet, mind you. 
Across South Carolina 
shelves, you'll discover 
all manner of pickled and 
peppered produce. At 


Bellews Country Store 

in Spartanburg, look for 
chow chow, a Southern- 
staple veggie relish 
homemade locally and 
canned on-site. At Mike's 
Produce of Newberry, 

try pickled okra, perfect 
for a Bloody Mary bar. 

At Chattooga Belle Farm 
in Long Creek, opt for 
apple salsa, a mélange 

of piquant peppers and 
the farm's apple varieties. 
(Or try some farm-made 
spreads with a charcuterie 
and cheese plate from the 
on-site Belle's Bistro.) 


Ultimately, the magic is 
more than what's in the 
jar. At these stands and 
markets—mostly family 
Operations, some more 
than a century old—you 
might pick your own fruit 
or gaze out over the farms 
and orchards that inspired 
your souvenir. And each 
crystalline jar preserves 
the experience along with 
the bounty.

Their skills, 
knowledge and strength 
powered the South’s 
economic engine, and at 
one time, the Lowcountry 
was one of the wealthiest 
regions in the world due 
to its enslaved workforce. 
As North America’s 
largest port of entry for 
the Transatlantic Slave 
Trade, an estimated 40% 
of all enslaved Africans 
trafficked to the continent 
arrived through the 
Charleston harbor.

Dating to 1670, Charles 
Towne Landing State 
Historic Site is South 
Carolina's first permanent 
English settlement site, 
where enslaved Africans 
arrived with European 
colonists who had 
previously established 
profitable sugar cane 
plantations in Barbados. 
The efforts of these 
enslaved people not only 
strengthened the area's 
economic vitality but 

also contributed to its 
defense against potential 
attackers. The site's visitor 
center museum chronicles 
this history.

Through 
its tours, exhibits and 
interpretive programming, 
visitors also gain insight 
into the role of the free 
Black Massachusetts 55th 
Volunteer Infantry, the 
Freedmen's Bureau when 
stationed at McLeod, and 
the emergence of the 
vibrant Gullah culture so 
prominent throughout the 
Lowcountry.

Plantation & Gardens 

in Charleston offers 
programming that

Since 1991, Middleton 
Place in Charleston has 
featured a permanent 
exhibit called Beyond the 
Fields, displayed at Eliza's 
House, a Reconstruction- 
era African American 
freedman's dwelling. 

The focal point is a 

panel with the names of 
more than 2,800 men, 
women and children 

who were enslaved by 
the Middleton family. 

In addition, Middleton 
Place offers living history 
demonstrations of 
blacksmithing, pottery 
making and other skills of 
enslaved workers. 


After extensive research 
with descendant families 
like the Henleys, Goodwins 
and Wigfalls, the Redcliffe 
Plantation State Historic 
Site in Beech Island 
interprets the lives 
and work of enslaved 
Africans who built 
wealth for one of South 
Carolina’s governors. 
The park’s interpretive 
programming discusses 
their roles from slavery, 
through sharecropping 
to eventually paid 
employment. 


While these are just a few 
of the important African

This event showcases more than 50 
topiaries (trees and shrubs that are 
expertly clipped and shaped), drawing 
people from all over to view the 
whimsical characters and scenes every 
spring and summer. 


From a mermaid and a Jeep to local 
sports mascots and a zoo of creatively 
assembled creatures, each topiary is 
crafted and cared for all year. The living 
sculptures debut just before the main 
festival weekend each June, but visitors 
and locals are invited to admire the 
all season long. AN 


In Greenville, start your 
day at Unlocked Coffee 
Roasters. This minority- 
owned roastery and cafe 
specializes in single-origin 
coffee, including beans 
from the owners’ native 
country of Colombia. 

Ask the barista for a 
recommendation or order 
a flight to savor a variety. 


At Little River Roasting 
Co. in Spartanburg, 
ethical sourcing means 
organic, fair trade and 
farmer friendly. For you, it 
means small-batch roasts, 
the chance to talk coffee 
with fellow aficionados 
and an artisanal breakfast 
and lunch menu. The staff 
often features a roast 

of the week, so inquire 
before you order. 


The fair-trade ethos 
carries over to Genesis 
Hub in Newberry. Select 
from fair trade coffees, 
teas and drinks featuring 
ingredients made in- 
house. Depending on 
the seasonal menu, 

that might include The 
Neapolitan, layering 
house-made strawberry 
syrup with fair trade 
espresso and cold foam. 


In fact, you'll find from- 
scratch syrups on many 
coffee shop menus 
statewide. At Florence's 
Bean Bar, take your pick 
of house-made syrups 
from vanilla to caramel. 
Like the coffee, they're 
100% organic. 
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Piecewise Coffee Co. in 
Cayce keeps the flavor 
elevated with specialty 
coffees and teas infused 
with simple syrup, such 
as the honeysuckle latte. 


Similarly, Rock Hill Coffee 
Roasters (in Rock Hill) 
serves up seasonal 
creations like the sage 
caramel latte. Ask about 
taking home a bag of 
their whiskey barrel-aged 
coffee beans. 


And if you're looking for 
a festive take on your 
morning cup, Cuppa 
Manna is known for 
creating holiday specials 
(think peppermint-spiked 
warmers in winter). This 
historic Summerville 
staple also serves nitro 
cold brews, bubble 

teas and more.

Embrace the elements of 
surprise and creativity when 
you go: Anything from white 
chocolate lavender to sesame 
seed honey pistachio could 
be on the menu. 


Dillard's Ice Cream Parlor in 
Greer varies its offerings— 
but opt for a locally inspired 
flavor when available. Imagine 
crave-able Charleston sea-salt 
caramel or South Carolina 
Pothole: chocolate ice cream 
studded with chocolate 
chunks and ribboned with 
fudge. 


In North Myrtle Beach, break 
from the shore to find the 
Original Painter’s Homemade 
Ice Cream. Fans love this 


classic for preserving Mr. and 
Mrs. Painter’s recipes, and 
flavors from banana pudding 
to bubblegum. 


Mama Rae’s Ice Cream 
Shoppe in Pendleton 
welcomes sweet-seekers 
with rotating flavors such 
as Oatmeal Cookie Craving 
and Better Brownie Batter. 
See what’s offered during 
your visit, then enjoy your 
selection in the cheery 
outdoor seating nook. 


Pawleys Island is home to 
Gilbert’s Ice Cream, where 
handcrafted ice cream builds 
a delicious base for frozen 
treats. When available, 
indulge in varieties such as 
bourbon butter pecan, or 
lean into local flavors with 
seasonal exclusives like peach 
berry cobbler: house-made 
cobbler with South Carolina 
blackberry swirls.

Located on a working

South Carolina’s spirits—and 
the craft cocktails they create— 
have a storied past. 


American vintners have made 
wine from America’s native 
grape, the muscadine, for 
hundreds of years; after the 
Civil War, formerly enslaved 
Africans gathered the sweet 
clusters, made wine and sold 
it throughout the state. Today, 
Long Creek’s Chattooga 
Belle Farm expands that 
ongstanding tradition by 
transforming their annual crop 
into high-octane moonshine, 
aged brandy and even vodka. 


Utilizing a near-extinct corn 
variety is just part of the 
interesting backstory of High 
Wire Distillery in Charleston. 
For their flavorful Jimmy Red 
Bourbon, the distillers use 
Jimmy Red corn, a blood-red 
heirloom variety once cherished 
by bootleggers and brought 
back from oblivion by South 
Carolina farmer and seed-saver 
Ted Chewning. Meanwhile, 
Palmetto Distillery in Anderson 
uses an old family recipe to 
craft its corn- and sugar cane- 
based moonshines. 


MOCKTAILS 
ON THE MENU 


Teetotalers rejoice: South 
Carolina’s bartenders 
have mixed up an array 
of sophisticated, sans- 
alcohol cocktails that go 
well beyond club soda 
with lime. On Sullivan’s 
Island, The Longboard took 
its cues from the tropics 
to create drinks like the 
pineapple-based You Have 
No Proof. The Gin Joint in 
Charleston might be known 
for gin-based creations, 
but its ABV-free drinks are 
equally impressive. Try the 
European Outlaw, which 
gets its smoky notes from 
Lapsang Souchong tea. 
In Greenville, The Whale 
Craft Beer Collective offers 
nearly two dozen alcohol- 
free craft wines, beers, 
ciders and kombuchas. 


Tea is South Carolina’s 
Official Hospitality Beverage 
and it’s easy to see why: 
not only has it been grown 
in the state since the mid- 
1700s, but Summerville is 
considered the birthplace 
of sweet tea. In North 
Charleston, Firefly Distillery 
was the first to infuse vodka 
with locally grown black 

tea (and sugar) to create 
all-too-easy-to-drink sweet 
tea vodka.

Reserve a seat at the lunch 
counter where Civil Rights 
Movement activists famously 
staged a sit-in, and savor 
Vermilion snapper tacos or 
Alderwood-smoked salmon 


with forest mushroom cream. 


Step into 19th-century 

Paris inside Charleston’s 

39 Rue de Jean, where Chef 
arcus Shell transforms his 

favorite local ingredients 

into brasserie-style delights.

Ramsey Creek Falls, Chau Ram 
County Park, Westminster 

An easy hike in Oconee County's 
"Best-Kept Secret" leads to the 
40-foot falls, which cascade over a 
handful of boulders before emptying 
into a pool below on their way to the 
nearby Chauga River. 


Issaqueena Falls, Stumphouse 

Park, Walhalla 

Framed on all sides by lush green 
forest, this 1OO-foot waterfall is named 
after the local Native American 
woman in a legendary (and historically 
disputed) love story—some renditions 
of which involve her leaping off 

the falls. 


Wildcat Branch Falls, Mountain 
Bridge Wilderness Area, Cleveland 
The lower falls are viewable right 
off the Cherokee Foothills Scenic

Twin Falls, Twin Falls Trail, Sunset 
Often called the state's most 
spectacular waterfalls, two cascades 
on Reedy Cove Creek rush 75 feet 
Over a steep granite drop-off, making 
this a sight you'll hear long before you 
see it—especially after rainfall. 


Station Cove Falls, Oconee Station 
State Historic Site, Walhalla 

Hike an easy 30 minutes along a cove 
forest trail blooming with wildflowers 
to this stepped waterfall formed by 
mountain headwaters—a spring and 
summer favorite of Upcountry locals 
and visitors.

This medium-sized deer has a brown 
coat and signature white underside 
of the tail. In Anderson, look for them 
along the easy Pine Grove Trail in 

Sadlers Creek State Park. 


Spotted Salamander 


These tiny creatures may be hard to 
spot, but look at Marietta's Jones 
Gap State Park in the Mountain 
Bridge Wilderness Area. The 
blueish-black crawlers tout bright 
yellow spots. 


Loggerhead Sea Turtle > 


With reddish-brown top shells, pale-yellow bottom 
shells and brown-and-yellow scutes (scales) on 
the head and flippers, these turtles come to Edisto 
Beach State Park on Edisto Island to lay eggs. See 
them during nesting season, May to October. 


* Brown Pelican 


At Myrtle Beach State Park, keep 
an eye out for these large coastal 
birds with grayish-brown bodies, 
white necks, orange beaks and 
expandable neck pouches used 
to catch fish. 


Alligator 


On the trails of Huntington Beach State 
Park in Murrells Inlet, watch for crossings of 
these massive reptiles, which feature armor- 
like skin, rounded snouts and mouths full of 

jagged teeth. Keep your distance!
